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THE ROAD OF GREAT WEALTH 


v Taking a lesson from the accumu- 
lated estates in England and conti- 
nental Europe where great properties 
were kept in a family from father to 
son throughout generations generally 
growing larger by 
natural 
growth 


alone to the apparent detriment of the 
public, there was early interwoven in- 
to American law a limitation 
upon 


the time that property could be so ac- 
cumulated, such limitation generally 
extending through the relatively short 
period of two lives in existence plus 
twenty-one years thereafter. 


And while this is an excellent prin- 


ciple in our law preventing the estab- 
lishment of the feudal 
estates of 


Europe which had'so much to do 
with the creation of classes and caste, 
it is well to see that most men of 
great means have become so imbued 
themselves with the principles of de- 
mocracy and with the conviction that 
great wealth carries more of burden 
and hardship than it does of comfort 
and ease to their heirs, that they split 
up their estates, not only preventing 
the constant growth into gigantic pro- 
portions but providing the necessity 
for their children of work, 
careful 


management and good sense in order 
to build up for themselves. 


The "Vyhitney estate in New York, 


said to be one of the largest fortunes 
in the country although as usual esti- 
mated in the public eye at many times 
its actual worth, was appraised at 
$178,000,000. Inheritance taxes in the 
several states in which the property 
was located plus those to the federal 
government took approximately $45,- 
"000,000. Mr. Whitney bequeathed an- 
other $50,000,000 to charitable, relig- 
ious and educational institutions. Thus 
-was his estate cut in two. The balance 
was further split up by distribution 
among several heirs, leaving of course 
to each a very fine fortune, but in re- 
sult taking from the entire estate the 
Danger thajt is thought to exist when 
the management of a too-great fortune 
rests in the hands of one man. 


Much the same situation was found 


to exist under the will of James A. 
Patten, one of the wealthiest of 
Chi- 


cago residents, who recently died, and 
whose fortune is estimated at $20,000,- 
000. Mr. Patten divided one-half of 
his entire' fortune among the Evans- 
ton Hospital Association, The Presby- 
terian Home of Evanston, The Old 
People's Home of Chicago, The Unit- 
ed Charities of Chicago, The Visiting 
Nurses Association of Chicago, The 
Glenwood Manual Training School of 
Chicago and- the Chicago Council of 
the Boy Scouts of America, giving the 
other one-half to his heirs. These two 
-instances are typical of the way big 
fortunes go in America, a large per- 
centage of them going back to the 
people through taxation or through 
gifts to institutions operated for the 
general welfare of the public. In effect 
it will be seen that Mr. Patten gave 
one-half his fortune to the people -with 
the condition that it be used for the 
benefit of those most in need of aid, 
the sick, the poor, the aged and the 
young. 


^f The rules of law make it certain that 


the dangers attendant upon entailed or 
>feudal estates can never 
face 
the 


people of the United States but even 
more than that the spirit of democ- 
racy, which is too the spirit of gener- 
osity, seems to affect those who ac- 
cumulate great fortunes in their life- 
time into directing a good share into 
channels where it will do the most 
good for the most number.

NO SATURATION POINT IN 


OUR SCHOOLS - 


There are those who question the 


desirability of urging secondary educa- 
tion upon unlimited numbers; on the 
one hand, because of the burden in- 
creased enrollments impose; and, on 
the other hand, because they feel that 
the saturation point has been reached 
in graduates available for white-collar 
jobs and are concerned as to who will 
be left to "hoe the onions." 
It is im- 


portant to note that the present objec- 
tive in elementary and high 
school 


training is not primarily toward 
the 


white-collar job. 


A few years ago the automobile in- 


dustry 
echoed with/ a discussion of 


whether the nation had reached 
the 


saturation 
point 
for 
automobiles. 


Traffic conditions on our streets and 
highways may lead some to wonder if 
the saturation point has not only been 
reached but passed. Yet the year has 
seen more cars sold than ever before. 
The public, instead of reducing its de- 
mand, is widening its streets and 
opening new ones. Business does not 


curtail production; it finds new ways 


out. When production catches up with 
consumption, we find "Eatmor" cam- 
paigns for cranberries; "have you had 
your iron today" for raisins; "an apple 
a day keeps' the doctor a\vay" 
cam- 


paigns for apple consumption. 


As to school enrollment, it 
would 


seem equally* important not to curtail 
output as it is in industry. If we build 
more and wider roads to stimulate au- 
to activity, we might with equal sat- 
isfaction build or enlarge our schools, 
if necessary, to furnish an opportunity 
for every child. 
, 


Nor is it the purpose of the public 


schools to prepare their graduates for 
a specific type of work but rather to 
discover the pupil's adaptability as a 
necessary expression of his individual- 
ity and initiative and prepare him to 
accept the task for which he is fitted. 
That our young people are not edu- 
cated away from work is evidenced by 
the rush of high schopl students to se- 
cure jobs as soon as the school year 
ends. A careful 
examination of the 


varied types of work done by the stu- 
dents working their way through col- 
lege will furnish further evidence that 
high school graduates have not gener- 
ally acquired a distaste for toil. 


So much for the 
menace of num- 


bers. The saturation point has its ap- 
plication also to capacity for mental 
growth. Who will say at what stage a 
child is incapable of further develop- 
ment? It is not the purpose of the 
schools to saturate the mind; they 
recognize development as a relative 
term. It is their purpose to build sound 
foundations, to establish attitudes and 
habits of mind that \will lead the pupil 
to be alert to the opportunities for con- 
tinuous mental growth. 
That the 


schools ha\-e done effective work is ev- 
idenced by the increasing patronage of 
libraries, 
night 
classes, extension 


courses, study clubs, and a multitude 
of other educational agencies. 


Saturation in our schools? Not till 


this country reaches a point of stagna- 
tion will it be unable to absorb edu- 
cated youth. Not till we cease rearing 
our children in an environment of di- 
rected self-expression, will they fail to 
respond to the stimulus of learning. 
So long as the trades, commerce arj<] 
industry, science, the arts and profes 
sions, call for skill in hand or coordi- 
nation of hand and brain, there w ill be 
no saturation point in public educa- 
tion.

Chapping Of The Skin- 


Its Cause And Cure

With the coming of fall and with 


the exposure of the skin of the win 
try blasts chapping of the skin be- 
comes a daily problem. 


Chappmg-is the way the skin has 


of expressing its reaction to physi- 
:al irritations. In winter the air is 
dry aiid the glands of the skin sit- 
uated^ just? below the surface are re- 
atively inactive. They produce less 
moisture than formerly. 


This coupled with the increased 


dryijess of the skm, because the 
wind and dryness of the air serve to 
evaporate the moisture more quick- 
ly, is responsible lor chapping. 


SKESf BECOMES BRITTLE 


The lack of moisture makes the 


skin Inelastic, brittle and more-eas- 
ily attacked by irritating substances, 
such as occur in dish water and in 
some soaps When the fat secreted 
by the skin glands is present in 
abundance, these irritants cannot 
attack it. 


Soaps serve to dissolve such fats 


and to take them away from the sur- 
face When the hands are badly 
chapped, soap and water should be 
used in great moderation, and when 
they are used, $he hands should be 
dried immediately after with a soft 
towel 


Since the fat of the skin is lessen- 


ed, and since this is one of the caus- 
es of the chapping, the deficency cf 
fat may be supplied by putting on 
any such ointment as cold cream 01 
vaseline. During the winter season, 
particularly if the hands are likely 
to be exposed a great deal to outdoor, 
air, they should be greased twice 
each day with one of the ointments 
mentioned 


THICK COAT AT NIGHT — 


If chapping has already occurred, 


the cold cream or vaseline may be 
put on thickly at night and allow- 
ed to remain on the skin During 
the day it may be put on lightly and 
rubbed in b> rubbing the^hands to- 
gether for a few minutes.

AMERICA AND THE-NOVEL, 


PRIZE 


The announcement that Sigrld 
ndset, noted .Norwegian woman au- 
lior, has •won the Nobel prize for 
terature recalls the fact that that 
onor has never yet come to Amer- 
ca. Occasionally the JudgesT light- 
ilng strikes in England or in France 
ut never by any chance in the Unit- 
d States. Most of the time, as in 
his case, the prize is awarded to 
a Scadmavlan. 


"The reason for this may or may 
ot be. that the judges are Scandm- 
vian. At any rate, it is significant 
tiat, broady speaking, the prizes are 
awarded in direct ration to the dis- 
ance from the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. Once, it is true, the Judges 
vent so far afield as India and there 
are other exceptions, but lor practic- 
al purposes the rule may be accepted 
bat the nearer an author lives to 
he Scandinavian country the better 
his chance to win the conveted prize. 


Which is not at all the same as 


saying that the judges are playing 
jolitics. It is entirely possible to be- 
leve that they are in every case 
:onscientious in their award. They 
are probably sincerely convinced 
;hat America has^so far not produc- 
:d a writer who is worthy of the 
irize. The kind of literature that is 
>roduced in the Scandinavian coun- 
ries is probably the kmd^they like 
est and think most worthy. Hence 
what more natural than that they 
>hould award the prizes the way 
bey do? 
* 


That the award of N6bel prizes is 


not narrowly nationalistic is proven 
by the fact that in the other branch- 
es — physics and peace and so on— 
Americans have frequently run off 
with the honors. This country is sel- 
lom passed by for at least one of the 
awards. And while the judges for 
iterature and for the other branches 
are not the same, there is no rea- 
son to believe the literary critics 
ia.ve a narrower outlook than the 
others. 


Their argument probably Is that 


n the socalled practical pursuits 
America is in the vanguard while in 
literature it is juvenile. It is well 
known that the continental critics 
usually regard American literature 
-with contempt. The Nobel prize com- 
mittee merely reflects this attitude 
:n its decisions 
Which does not necessarily prove 


that American literature is so far 
behind. It merely proves that it is 
different from the literature of .the 
continent. It has different standards, 
different methods, a different tempo. 
Anyone can easily convince himself 
of this by reading a number of con- 
temporary European books and an 
equal number of American volumes. 


The chances are that the Nobel 


prize committee, being made lip of 
Scandinavians, will continue to re- 
gard American literature 
in this 


light no matter what happens. It is 
highly piobable that for many, years 
to come the Americans will not have 
any chance at this coveted prize. 


The Nobel prize is usually looked 


upon as an evidence of superiority 
in world literature. The almost pro- 
vincial complection of the awards 
often makes one wonder whether 
the prize proves anything in that 
respect. If the« prize were awarded 
by a truly cosmopolitan committee, 
with members drawn from all lands, 
it would be more convincing. 


Americans are nothing if not prac- 


tical. Since it is likely that they will 
never have a real chance at the 
Novel prize for literature it would 
seem to be the practical thing to 
establish a Nobel prize of their own. 
There are the Pulitzer prizes but 
they are provincial also and make no 
appeal to the writers from 
other 


lands. 
Why shouldn't a man as rich as 


Alfred Nobel (America has plenty of 
them) establish such a foundation 
here? In this way he could carry 
his own name down to posterity and 
he could do something for the ad- 
vancement of letters in -his own 
country. He might even encC->irage 
the Scandinavian committee to 'take 
American letters a little more en- 
ously.

COMMISSION SAYS 


State Board Issues Bulletin 


on Fire Safety Rules for 
Winter 


While no extreme 
temperatures 


have a$ yet been reached In this vi- 
cinity, still the advent of winter has 
brought to fire departments a large 
number of calls, according to a bul- 
letin issued by the Wisconsin Indus- 
trail commission. Fire Chief George 
P. AlcGillan said the facts pointed 


; out in the bulletin apply to Apple- 


ton. 


The commission points out 
that 


buildings in which people congregate 
must be heated but that the heating 
can be dpne 
in a proper 
manner 


•which will insure the maximum safe- 
ty from disastrous fires. 


Each year large numbers of fires 


are caused by defective 
chimneys, 


smokepipes, stoves and furnaces, un- 


- clean chimneys, stoves and smoke- 


pipes too near 
unprotected wood- 


- work, overheating of stoves and fur- 


naces and -unscreened fire places. 
The large number of fires caused by 
these illustrate that 
people neglect 


even tne most simple precautions, 
the industrial commission points out. 


Urging citizens to carefully inspect 


the entire heating 
plants in their 


homes the commission points 
out 


that timely remedying of defects will 
prevent many fires. 


The bulletin says: 
"A clean 
chimney, 
free from 


cracks, loose brick and mortar and 
other defects is a prime essential. No 
woodwork should 
be 
in 
contact 


with a chimney. A safe, sound stove, 
furnace or boiler is no less impor- 
tant. The smokepipes must be sound, 
well joined, riveted or wired togeth- 
er, and fit well into a chimney thim- 
ble. A sound and safe chimney, stove 
and smokepipe is necessary' to con- 
fine the fire. Wall paper, wood or 
rags over or m flue holes cannot 
confine the fire. 


"Another class of fires comes from 


radiated heat 
Ceilings, partitions 


and walls nearer than two feet to a 
stove, boiler or furnace need protec- 
tion of asbestos boaiPd and sheet met- 
al. Such protection 
is needed 
on 


•woodwork above the smokepipe un- 
less there is a clearance of one and 
one-half times the diameter of such 
pipe. A clearance of once the diamet- 
er 1p unprotected 
woodwork on the 


side is considered 
safe. 
Where a 


smokepipe passes through a partition 
it should be surrounded by masonry 
or a double ventilated, metal thimblp 
and asbestos board. 
Floors under 


stoves should be protected by metal 
stove board extending ^vell in front 
of the ash pit xloor. 
Furnaces and 


boilers should never be installed on 
wooden floors. Where hotel and res- 
taurant ranges are installed on wood- 
en floors heavy floor protection of 
asbestos and metal is needed. Asbes- 
tos protection on woodwork within 
one inch from hot air pipes is also 
required. Other heating plant fires 
are caused by sparks on poor, punky 
shingle roofs, rubbish near the heat- 
er, ashes in wood or paste board con- 
tainers, and overheating of stoves or 
furnaces.
